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Mail Subscribers Must Pay in 
Advance. 

The United States Postoffice Depart- 
ment has issued an order. No. 907, 
dated December 4, 1907, amending: the 
postal regulatums. which will here- 
after compel newspapers to enforce 
business principles in their circulation 
department and probably reduce the 
press-room waste that has cut «ome 
figure in the recent 50 per cent, ad- 
vance in the price of white paper. 

ihe new order is intended to reduce 
the volume of second-class mail matter 
made up of newspapers and magazines, 
which the government now carries at 
one cent a pound, entailing a big an- 
nual loss to the postoffice department. 

It practically limits the use of the 
mails at these cheap postage rates to 
papers sent to bona-fide subscribers, 
paid in advance, and publishers will 
be fined four cents for every pound of 
mail sent out in violation of the regu- 
lations. 

In order that the new rule may not be 
harsh in its application, the postoffice 
department has provided that a reason- 
able time shall be allowed to publishers 
to secure renewals of subscriptions ‘be- 
fore cutting off subscribers whose time 
Has expired or who are in arrears. This 
time allowed is fixed at months 3 for 
daily papers, for 9 months for semi- 
weekly papers, and four months for 
monthv magazines. 

Under the operation of this rule pub- 
lishers will find an amount equal to the 
transient postage rates, four cents a 
pound, for every daily newspaper sent 
to a subscribers over three months in 
arrears and for every semi-weekly 
newspaper sent to a subscriber nine 
months in arrears. 

Publishers generally will, we believe, 
be glad that this regulation has been 
made by the Postoffice Department, as 
it will effectually settle the question 
whether mail subscribers should be 
cut off at the expiration of their sub- 
scriptions. In the past it often hap- 
pened that subscribers who were car- 
ried over the time for which they had 
paid complained because they were not 
discontinued, while others who were 
promptly cut off at expiration took of- 
fense and felt that this was an imputa- 
tion on their honesty or ability to pay. 

The new regulation establishes for 
the future a business-like custom that 
it is fair to publishers and subscribers, 
and relieves the matter of ail embar- 
rassment te either side. 

There is no doubt that the old cus- 
tom was abused by publishers and sub- 
scribers, by the former in sending 
papers and bills to people who wished 
to discontinue and by the latter in ac- 
cepting and reading papers and then 
refusing to pay for the ground that 
the subscription had expired. 

In compliance with the new law 
we will at once send out bills and 
renewal notices to all mail subscribers 
who may be in arrears, and hopes to 
have prompt responses in order that 
there may be no violation on our part. 

In the past we have never used 
these columns to urge payment of sub- 
scriptions or arrearages, leaving such 
business details to the circulation de- 
partment, but we believe the new pos- 
tal regulations, requiring that all sub- 
scribers be cut off if nine months in 
arrears, on penalty of forfeiture or 
second-class postage privileges, justi- 
fies this explanation, which will be 
run in several issues in order that all 
onr mail subscribers may understand 
the new order of things.

He said chat there had been too much 
factional and political strife in Ken- 
tucy and so far as it lay within his 
power he proposed to eliminate from 
the State’s' business every source and 
trace or reminder of that strife and 
turmoil.

ACCIDENT FAKIRS. 

Men Who Are Able to Swindle the In* 
surance Companies. 

“Accident insurance companies are 
very suspicious of all accidents involv- 
ing Injury to the knee, for it is on his 
knee that the accident fakir mainly 
relies.” 

The speaker, a surgeon, frowned and 
went on: 

“There are men who make a living 
out of fake accidents. They travel 
from city to city; they insure in every 
company that issues accident policies; 
then, with a fake injury, they proceed 
to collect dues. 

“An accident fakir— for so we call 
these men— has usually a knee that he 
can slip out at will. He purposely 
stumbles over an open trap or some 
hard, sharp obstacle, puts his knee out 
deftly, raises a big holler so as to se- 
cure a lot of witnesses and then hob- 
bles home. 

“He doesn’t notify his insurance 
companies till the next day. By then 
his knee is so swollen that an accurate 
examination of It is impossible. We 
cannot tell whether It is one of those 
fake, self slipping knees or not. So 
we pay the man his money, and* he 
seeks new pastures. 

“There was one man— he is in jail 
now— who in niue years collected over 
$11,000 in accident policies with the 
help of a knee that he could slip out 
as easily as 1 slip my hand out of my 
glove.”— New Orleans Tiines-Democrat 

HOW TO WIN BATTLES. 

Men Who Hit What They Shoot at Are 
the Determining Factor In War. 

Other things being equal, good shoot- 
ing is the determining factor in war.

In our war for independence, says 
Army and Navy Life, the colonists 
were woodsmen. They carried and 
used their arms to supply their homes 
with food and to protect them from 
the savage. As marksmen they vast- 
ly outclassed the British, and that more 
than anything else gave Washington 
the final victory. 

Again, in our great civil war mark 
the effect of a general knowledge of 
firearms, in the south were sporting 
people. They were fond of riding and 
hunting. Shooting at target and at 
game entered into their sports and 
pastimes. The north was commercial. 

Its men knew little or nothing of 
firearms save the flintlocks of their 
grandfathers, objects of curiosity in 
their shops or homes, except in the far 
west, where the life of 1776 was still 
being lived. The result was that in 
the east the southern troops were gen- 
erally victorious for a couple of years 
until the northern troops learned to 
shoot. What little success the north 
had was in the west, where they were 
little better than a standoff. 

A Case of Bluff.
